sulted in an increase in the acreage in 
four of the five principal cereal crops 
grown in the State over 1616 and there 
has I ie*-n an increase in acreage for 
all cereals except oats over the figures 
of 1900. 
The increased 
acreage 
during the 
year has been marked 
in wheat, oats, 
corn and buckwheat 
while there is a 
slight decrease in the rye acreage as 
compared with 
a year ago. 
The in­ 
ert ase in the five cereal crops is 209,- 
159 
acres over J9IO while there 
has 
liven 
a 
corresponding 
decrease 
in 
pasture land of but 03,781 acres. 
It 
would 
be the natural result for 
the 
farm ers 
to have turned 
their fields 
that were used for pasture into grain 
growing crops, but the acreage figures 
show that many new acres have been 
developed and that 
in many sections 
fields that were formerly covered with 
tree stum ps and underbrush have lieen 
cleared and are now doing their share 
of bringing a g re ate r agriculture to 
Pennsylvania. 
The increase in acres devoted to the 
five grain crops 
over 1909 is 322,520 
cares, but the increase in acreage for 
the mian crops of Pennsylvania farm s 
including wheat, oats, corn, buckwheat, 
rye, 
potatoes and hay over 1909 
is 
517,110 acres and over 1910 is 189,009 
acres. This shows an increase in farm 
land devoted to the main crops, of a l­ 
most 7 per cent in seven years or an 
approximate increase of one per cent 
each year.
